Petitioner, Walker Digital LLC, having a mailing address of 1 High Ridge Park, Stamford, 
CT 06905, is the owner of a number of applications pending in the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office (PTO), including the applications listed in Exhibit A attached hereto.
